And now I am going to appear before the Righteous Judge of all the Earth, to give an 
account, not only. of my whole life, but of the particular management of my ſelf in thar great 
Imployment you fo long fince called me to , and have continued me lo long in, 1 find through the 
grace of God, great joy and peace in my mind, for having endeavoured to my utmoſt to Serve you 
with all faithfulneſs and integrity ; and my Joy is increaſed by Your continued acceptance of my upright 
and fincere Services. 

If I have any troubleſome or diſturbing thoughts in the laſt minutes of my life, they ariſe only 
becauſe 1 am not capable of Serving any longer ſo good Maſters as you have been to me.

When I firſt entered upon the Chambers Imployment, I found Your Caſh very low, and your Credit 
much lower, and this made my dayes and nights a burden to me. 

God Almighty will witneſs tor me, the ſorrows that I then endured, upon the conſideration of the 
deplorable ſtate of the Chamber of LONDON, and the hazards 1 then run , in ingaging my whole 
Credit, taking up mony upon my own Bond, to ſave ſome of your Orphans trom ruine, 

Bur God was pleaſed in a lictle time to recover Your Repucation ; and that Repuration laſted till the 
deſtru&ion of your City by the late dreadful Fire, when I was with ſome dithculty carryed forth from
